With .Aid to Dependent Children the seeond 
most expensive relief category (old age as­ 
sistance is first) critics of the public relief 
system are taking a close look at the expense 
of supporting more than .300,000 illegitimate 
children in the I'.S. 


According to the U.S. News and World Re­ 
port close to one in 5 of the children born in 
Washington, D.C. last year was illegitimate. 
The cost to the District of Columbia and the 
federal government of supporting 4,000 chil- 
dien of unwed mothers ap- 
A S tK'ia l 
proached $4..'> millions in­ 
cluding services and sala- 
r ro u lcm 
ries charged to the welfare 
department. 
New York City spends $84 million a year 
ca nng for 200,(X)0 mothers and children — 
which cost is shared by all U.S. taxpayers 
through the federal government. 


Of the 150,tMM) .ADC children in New York, 
(he Wall Street J ournal reports that some 
4)hr are illegitimate. ,34'r of the ;>0,0(H) mothers 
are unwed and 8 0'r of the ADC illegitimate 
children are reported to be in so-called "re­ 
peater” families.*

With the increasing costs of the .ADC it is- 
natural that critics are taking a dim view of 
the chiselers. One type is the mother who

In some cases .ADC children under such sit­ 
uations are placed in institutions or foster 
homes. The solution is not easy and the prob­ 
lem is growing in the big cities. New York’.s 
problem is compounded because there is no 
minimum residence law. Newcomers can im­ 
mediately apply for relief. Scores of women, 
usually single and pregnanl, escape the raised 
eyebrow.s at home by moving to .New York to 
have iheir babies while receiving welfare aid, 
says the Wall Street J ournal. 


Kstablished under the .Social Security ,\ct 
of lt» 3.>. aid to dependent children was original­ 
ly intended to provide for children who were 
fatlierless due to death or desertion. But the 
critics now claim it is a contributing tactor 
to the sharp rise in unwed mothers because it 
eliminates the financial burden that otherwise 
would follow an illegitimate birth.

In addition to the growing expense to ADC, 
the growing rate of illegitimate births is creat­ 
ing a social problem for the nation. If ADC 
funds are abetting and compounding the situ- 
ati-on by making a tree living available for 
women through loo.se living and motherhood, 
It IS time that the nation and the social work­ 
er- make a study, and come up with some 
an wCIS, 
Thi- .-ession of the Nebraska Legislature 
pas.sed a bill increasing the .ADC payments 
from $85 to $100 to a home with one depen­ 
dent. The measure made no change in the 
level of payments to (iependent children in 
excess of one. The 2nd, 3rd and 4th dependent 
child will continue to receive aid at the rate of 
$15 per month and children in excess of 4 at 
a $10 rate,

It IS the great value of .Mr Levine’s book 
that it reveals the Russians as they are, not 
as we often mistakenly think they are or 
should be, and does it with insight and* wit.

.Xpparently must members of the Ainerieun 
colony resident in .Moscow live in a sort of
